NEVADA’S MINERAL RESOURCES. 


A Eureka Man Tells the New Yorkers 
Something About Mining in Nevada. 


New Yonrs, May 19.—At the meet- 
ing of the Bullion Club last evening, 
C. L. Canfield of Eureka, Nevada, 
read a paper on “The Past and Pres- 
ent of Ke » Canfield first gave a 
sketch of Nevada as it was more than 
twenty years ago, before the touch of 
the magic silver wand turned the arid 
barren region.into a scene of activity 
and excitement. He told how the 
town of Austin flourished until it had 
a population of 40,000, and how, sub- 
sequently, it fell away toa .few hun- 
dred, the impression having gone 
abroad that the soil was worked out, 
while, in truth, although the place 
had yielded untold wealth, it had 
hardly been scratched over. In 1868 
followed the White Pine hegira and 
the discovery of the famous Eber- 
hardt mine, the ore from which was 
almost a solid mass of silver, After 
the first rush a rapid decline set in 
and the property fell into the hands 
of English capitalists, and at present, 
through their enterprise, the probabil- 
ity is that results will be imme- 
diately achieved. The Eureka dis- 
trict, the lecturer claimed, contains 
the biggest ore bodies in the world. It 
had come iato existence without a 
“boom,” and had been worked by con- 
servative p The Richmond 
Consolidated mines, at a moderate cal- 
culation, would yield $24,000,000. 
Ore had been taken from the Eureka 
mine, which, if placed on a three-acre 
lot, would make a pile 100 feet high; 
yet at one time the mine had been of- 
fered for sale at $55,000, without find- 
ing a purchaser. Since then the dis- 
trict has yielded over $60,000,000, and 
no estimate could be formed of what 
it would return. After the paper had 
been read, the secretary announced 
that the Club had secured rooms at 
No. 137 Broadway, for the exclusive 
use of the members during the summer 
months,

General Raum, in his speech, as- 
sorted that with unity of action the 
Republicans could, witbout the shad- 
ow ef a doubt, carry the election, but 
with the division which is dow immi- 
nent on account of the two contesting 
delegations from Cook county, there 
was peril to the greatest interests of 
the State and nation. He referred to 
the bitter and personal contest respect - 
ing Presidential delegates, but said 
the Convention would decide honora- 
bly, fairly and justly, without parti- 


testants, and that the decision ought 
to be final, and ought to be readily 
concufred in. He said if the party 
was always to be menaced by defeat 
by ea minority who failed to dictate 
the nomination, the sooner it went in- 
to bngkruptey the better. He refer- 
red in most complimentary terms to 
Sherman, Blaine and Grant, but ex- 


pressed the belief that it was the duty 


of Illinois Republicans to nominate 
Graut, who bad done so much to pre- 


| serve the country. The name of Sher- 


man was loudly cheered, Blaine still 
more loudly, and the name of Grant 
called forth continued applause.
